At our college the department of 
physical education is responsible 
for two major phases of college ac-| 
tivity: instruction in physical educa- 
tion, and intercollegiate athletics, 
These activities are under the im- 
mediate direction of the Depart- 
ment, and under the general su- 
pervision of the Athletic Council, 
which consists of representatives of | 
the administration, the faculty and 
the Alumni Association, 

The instructional program in 
men's and women's physical edu- 
cation is supported entirely from 
college funds. In the college bud- 
get, allotments are made to the de- 
partment, covering in full salaries 
of all members of the staff, includ-| 
ing coaches and assistants, as well 
as expenditures for maintenance, 
operation and capital outlay. | 

The college expends from its| 
general budget approximately $75,-| 
000 a year for the support of the 
department of physical education in 
all its activities, 

Besides fully maintaining the in- 
structional program in physical 
education, the college through its 
general support of the department 
indirectly contributes a large por- 
tion of the expenses of intercollegi- 
ate athletics. For example, all sal- 
aries of coaches (one of the largest 
items of expense) are paid by the 
college. On the other hand, it has 
been the accepted practice for 
many years that the immediate ex- 
Denses of intercollegiate athletics 
sre met from the funds of the Ath- 
jetic Council. These funds are 
drawn from two sources: a, game 
receipts (sale of tickets, gate re- 
ceipts, guarantees) and b. athletic 
allotment from the student tax, 

These funds have been used for 
the following purposes: Traveling 
expenses; meals, both on trips and 
‘raining tables; entertainment of 
visiting teams; uniforms; athletic 
equipment, footballs, baseballs, 
basketballs, bats, etc.; game ex- 
Penses, officials, etc.; tickets and 
other printing; training supplies, 
medical equipment; medical ex- 
Penses, and sweaters, trophies, ete. 
for players. 

With an occasional exception in 
basketball, the sports at Rhode Is- 
jand State College have not been 
self-supporting, that is, they are 
Operated at a deficit. For example, 
in the season of 1945, the expenses 
of football were $4,035.76, the re- 
ceipts were $2,428.40, leaving a def- 
deit of $1,607.45. In the football 
Season, the deficit was over $3,000 
‘receipts $7,267.87, expenses $10,- 
26250). Basketball was the only 
Sport in 1945 which yielded a prof- 
it, mainly because of the post-sea- 
son touranment at Madison Square 
Garden. 

During the war the costs of oper- 
ating Intercollegiate athletics were 
Greatly increased. Football uni- 
forms, for example, which could 
have been bought in 1941 for $92.50, 
In 1946 cost $135, Footballs, which 
could be purchased in

Letter to All Alumni 

In a letter to all alumni request- 
ing support of the Fund, Chairman 
Hanley pointed out that “the fourth 
annual alumni fund starts at a 
time when the College must per- 
form a huge educational task 
With permanent facilities to house 
and feed less than 1000 students, 
the College is staggering under a 
mighty load of 2200 undergradu- 
ates. Laboratories, shops and class- 
rooms are crowded far beyond the 
point of efficiency. Half of the en- 
tire student body is housed and fed 
in temporary structures, Physical 
education facilities in the gymna- 
sium are woefully inadeqhate for 
the student body; in fact, almost 
non-existent, Meanwhile, literally 
thousands of new students are 
knocking on the admissions door.”
